W e make a few ex tracts from a cou­ 
ple of letters written to Andes Smith 
of th is city , by h is son Hal, on h is way 
with th e soldiers sent to reinforce A d­ 
miral Dewey at Manila. 
Th e first was written on board th e 
steamer Indiana, 
at sea from 
San 
Francisco, July 4th , and speaks of a de­ 
ligh tful v oy age so far with out any sea 
sickness on th e p art of th e writer: but 
eay s th a t wh en th ree day s out th ey 
were struck by a stiff north ern wind, 
and “ th e sigh t was one not to be for­ 
gotten. 
Most of th e passengers—poor 
d *v ils—wore craning th eir necks ov er 
t ie rail, wh en a big sea would land on 
th em and away th ey would go spraw l­ 
ing all ov er th e slippery deck, as sick 
as a poisoned pup. 
Life on a transport 
is v ery monotonous, and y et th ere is 
s jmeth ing enjoy able about it. 
T h e r e 
are 9 52 soldiers aboard and a crew of 
110. 
T h e boat is a good v essel of 3,000 
tonnage. 2^-0 feet in length by 38 feet 
beam. 
Sh e is th e same v essel in wh ich 
Gen. G ra nt made h is 
fatuous 
trip 
around th e world. 
T h e Indiana, with 
th e Oh io, New York and Pennsy lv ania 
were 
th e 
first steel steamers con­ 
structed in th e world. Th ey were built 
28 y ears ago and belong to th e Empire 
line, with th e St. Louie and City of 
P aris ( Harv ard and Yale). 
W e left 
Frisco with booming of guns and h earty 
farewells, g reat th rongs crowded th e 
mail docks and we were loaded down 
with good th ings; and we are going to 
get anoth er greeting at Honolulu. 
As 
we passed th rough th e Golden Gate 
th e big guns from th e fortifications 
frowned down on us like lions.

enemy th a t 
attem pts to pass 
th em. 
“ 1 h av e just returned from serv ice 
on doi k and we are waiting for our 
mess. 
It was giv en us by th e ladies of 
th e “ lied Cross" at Frisco,

sea biscuit and a piece of cake; and 
our colonel gav e us each a pint bottle 
of oeer. 
“ W h en we reach Honolulu we take 
our escorts, th e Ch arleston, Monterey . 
Munadnoc and Bemnington, and 1 aia 
sure th e people of Manila will th ink 
th ey are going to h av e company for 
awh ile. ”

Th ey speak English 
tluently and th e most are finely educa­ 
ted. Th ey are different from th e Afri­ 
cans of our country , 
One th ing, th ey 
are industrious, and are by far th e 
finest musicians I ev er h eard. 
Th ey 
th ink th e boy s in blue are th e h ot stuff, 
and if th e people in Wash ington could 
see h ow th ey stand in fav or of anne x a­ 
tion it would h av e been settled long 
ago. 
It seems th ey can't do enough 
for us. 
Today wo of th e Indiana and 
Morgan City are going to a reception 
at ih e P re side nt’s palace and I wish y ou 
all could see th e spread for us, I will 
not try to describe it: it’s useless to try . 
T h e principal fruits are pine apples, 
mango, y am, plumbs, oranges, lemons: 
well ev ery fruit known to th e civ ilized 
world and coconuts and oth er v arieties 
to numerous to mention.

The heat of a tropical 
elimate like tha t of Porto Rico, which, 
though rarely exce eding flu degrees, is 
continuous, is conducive to the breed­
